River Total 
5 Millions 
Over Budget

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee approved today an approp- 
riation of $89 million for work 
on the Arkansas River naviga 
tion and development program 
in Oklahoma and Arkansas for 
the year starting July 1. 


This was $5 million 
above 


President Johnson's budget rec- 
ommendation but $10 million be- 
low the $99 million asked by 
sponsors of the program. Spon- 
sors said the larger amount was 
necessary to keep the project on 
a schedule aimed at a 1970 com- 
pletion date. 


The river 
development1 pro- 


gram involves construction of a 
9-foot navigation channel from 
the Mississippi River across Ar- 
kansas to near Tulsa, Okla. 
Army Engineers had aimed at 
completing the channel to Little 
Rock by 1968, to Fort Smith by 
1969 
and to Tulsa by 1970. 


The Engineers said, after the 


budget was announced, that the 
$84 million it recommended for 
the work would mean a delay of 
a year in completion of the 
work. 


They said the project could be 


kept on schedule with an addi- 
tional $15 million. 


Supporters 
of 
the 
project 


asked the House and Senate ap- 
propriations committees to ap- 
prove 
the $99 million figure, 


contending a one year's delay 
would add $38 million to con- 
struction costs, $800,000 to land 
acquistiion costs and the loss of 
$50 million in anticipated bene- 
fits. 


The House commttee also was 


asked to add to the budget fig- 
ures $10 million for navigation 
lick and dam work; $500,000 for 
the Ozark Lock and Dam in Ar- 
kansas;

LBJ & Erhard 
Agree Treaty 
Not A Crisis

WASHINGTON (AP) - West 


German Chancellor Ludwig Er- 
hard goes home tonight after 
agreeing with President Johnson 
that the West need not worry 
about the Soviet-East German 
friendship treaty. 


The pact the U.S.S.R. and her 


satellite signed in Moscow Fri- 
day aroused sharp interest in 
Washington but created no new 
crisis, German sources declared- 


In fact, State Department ex- 


perts were inclined to regard 
he treaty as a defeat for Walter 
Ulbricht, East German Commu- 
nist leader and chief of state. 


He is understood to have 


asked for a separate "peace 
treaty"-which the West firmly 
opposes—and got instead a pact 
with a lofty title but little sub- 
stance. 


Friday night at a dinner in 


he White House rose garden, 
Johnson and Erhard exchanged 
:hampagne toasts to continuing 
riendship, 
deepening 
under- 


standing and cooperation. 


After his meeting with John- 


son six months ago at the LBJ 
ranch, Erhard said some people 
referred 
to their accord as a 


honeymoon that would fade. 


"I think the honeymoon is 


over now," Erhard said. "We 
have reached the state of mar- 
riage, but based on trust, on 
faithfulness." 


Johnson declared there can be 


no lasting peace in Europe until 
Germany is united "in peace 
and freedom." But he said the 
United States and her allies 
"shall work to open new ave- 
nues of trade and we shall work 
to build new bridges of ideas to- 
ward the East, to improve rela- 
tions, to lessen tension, to en- 
hance the prospects of all of us 
living in this world with peace." 


As for the Soviet-East German 


treaty, Erhard said there is 
nothing alarming in it, but he 
asked for vigilance and recon- 
firmation of the Western posi- 
tion. 


A communique issued at the 


White House by Johnson and 
Erhard Friday gave this recon- 
firmation, 
in 
unmistakable 


terms. The treaty, it said, does 
not affect the rights of the three 
Western powers or "modify the 
obligations and responsibilities 
of the Soviet Union with respect 
to Germany and Berlin." 


The communique also held So- 


viet Russia "solely responsible 
for the consequences of any at- 
tempt at interference with Allied 
rights that might result from 
implementation 
of 
the 
new 
treaty." 


Though this was firm lan- 


guage, American and German 
diplomats said they do not ex- 
pect Moscow to use the treaty 
as a pretext to new troublein 
Berlin.

Scranton Says 
"Hour Is Late" 
- Blasts Barry

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) - 


Gov. 
William W. Scranton took 


a while to make up his mind; 
but moved in a hurry once he 
decided to go after the Repute 
hcan presidential nomination. 


By his own account, Scran- 


ton made the decision only 
hours before he announced it 
Friday in a sweltering, crowded 
hotel ballroom. 


"Where will you start your 


campaign?" a reporter asked. 


"I just started it right here," 


the Pennsylvania governor re- 
plied. "Do we have any pre- 
scribed itinerary? No, not at 
this moment. We just decided 
to run last night." 


Even before he told the Mary- 


land GOP convention of his de- 
cision, Scranton was firing his 
first campaign salvos at front 
running Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona. 


"Can 
we pretend, even to 


ourselves, that it is possible for 
us to stand with one foot in the 
20lh century and the other in 
the 19th?" Scranton asked. 


"A stand must be made, but 


the hour is late," said the 48- 
year-old 
governor, 
who has 


spent the better part of a year 
insisting that only an honest 
draft would make him the Re« : . . . 
publican presidential nominee. 


Scranton said he changed hte 


mind when he decided the mod- 
crate Republican viewpoint was 
not going to be represent^ 
when it came time for the GOP 
national convention to pick its 
man. 


Scranton's vow to battle Gold- 


water sounded an ironic echo 
of the theme the Arizona sen- 
ator chose when he plunged into 
the race last January. 


At his sprawling home near 


Phoenix, 
Goldwater, had de- 


clared no other announced can- 
didate—and only Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York was 
in the race at that point—could 
"offer to the American people 
a clear choice in the next pres- 
idential election. I will offer,a 
choice, not an echo." 


Said Scranton Friday: "I have 


come here to offer our parity a 
choice. I reject the echo that 
we have thus far been handed 
of fear, of reaction from the 
never-never land that puts our 
nation on the road backward to 
a lesser place in the world of 
free men." 


Richard 
M. Nixon suggested 


that Romney actively seek the 
nomination 
in 
opposition 
to 


Goldwater, Romney wouldn't. 


But Nxon who woud like the 


nomination, but says he isn't a 
candidate, 
explained 
that 
in 


urging Romney to oppose Gold- 
water he wasn't really trying to 
start a stop-Goldwater move al- 
though it might have that ef- 
fect. 


There was always the chance 


of course, that if Romney and 
Goldwater fought each other un- 
til the convention got dead- 
locked on them, Nixon might 
have a chance, perhaps his best 
and only chance, to be picked 
finally as a compromise candi- 
date. 


Nixon said Scranlon would be 


a good vice-presidential running 
mate for Goldwater, a view 
which, if it, caught on, might 
erase Scranton from the con- 
vention's mind as a presidential 
candidate at all. 


Scranton repaid the compli- 


ment by suggesting that Nixon 
who ha d been vice president 
eight years under Eisenhower 
would be just the man to run 
lor the vice presidency again.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Agri-

said today prices of new crop 
wheat in the southeast— from 
Arkansas to Georgia and the 
Carolines — may run into low- 
price difficulties in the weeks 
ahead. 


The new wheat' program is 


designed 
to 
support 
grower 


prices at an average of $1.30 a 
bushel. But in many of these 
southwestern states, use of price 
support loans to sustain wheat 
grower returns will be limited. 
That's because of a lack of ad- 
equate storage and a high level 
of farmers who are not eligible 
for supports because they over- 
planted their allotments. 


Arkansas increased its wheat 


acreage this year from 160,000 
to 415,000 and estimated produc- 
tions 14,525,000 bushels, com- 
pared to 5.208,000 bushels last 
year. 


The average price for last
